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And  1981-82  budget  balanced  at  $7.4  million: 


PC  opens  102nd  session  with  923  students 


Presbyterian  College  began  its  102ncl 
academic  year  with  another  balanced 
budget  on  the  record  and  with  an  en- 
rollment of  923  students. 

The  budget  for  fiscal  1981-82  came  in 
at  $7.4  million  by  official  audit  count — 
just  enough  to  keep  operations  in  the 
"black"  despite  the  strained  economy. 

The  student  body  maintained  its 
numbers  within  the  projected  range 
although  slightly  under  last  year's  all- 
time  high  of  948. 


With  its  second  largest  group  of  new 
students  arriving  for  the  fall  semester, 
PC  added  314  newcomers  composed  of 
253  freshmen  and  61  transfers.  The 
entering  freshman  class  of  155  men  and 
98  women  came  from  a  record  1,024 
applications  and  had  College  Board  SAT 
scores  averaging  12  points  higher  than 
the  previous  class. 

The  freshmen  hail  from  12  states  and 
two  foreign  countries.  South  Carolinians 
number  115  (46%);  Georgians,  98  (39%) 


— with  Florida  students  in  third  place 
at  15,  ahead  of  North  Carolina's  8. 

PC  began  its  1982-83  session  with  a 
convocation  involving  the  entire  student 
body  and  faculty.  President  Orr 
presided  over  the  occasion  addressed 
by  Robert  R.  Hill,  a  1958  graduate  who 
serves  as  deputy  superintendent  of 
education  with  the  South  Carolina  State 
Department  of  Education.  He  spoke  on 
the  subject  "It  May  Be  Your  Choice."

Callaway,  Springs  boost  student  center 


Plans  ro  renovate  old  Leroy  Springs 
Gymnasium  into  a  modern  student 
activities  center  received  a  boost  during 
the  past  summer  with  grants  of  $100,000 
from  the  Fuller  E.  Callaway  Foundation 
of  LaGrange,  Ga.,  and  $45,000  from 
Springs  Industries,  Inc.,  of  Fort  Mill,  S.  C. 

These  gifts  pushed  total  subscriptions 
to  $614,000— more  than  one-half  of  the 
$1.2  million  needed  for  the  restoration 
of  the  old  building  listed  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said  the 
generous  Callaway  contribution  came  a 
year  after  that  foundation  had  given  PC 
$25,000  toward  the  renovation  of 
Callaway  Tennis  Courts. 

In  expressing  appreciation  to  Springs 
Chairman  H.  W.  Close  for  the  textile 
organization's  support.  Dr.  Orr  said  this 
gift,  along  with  a  previous  $25,000 
pledge  from  the  Frances  Ley  Springs 
Foundation,  "moves  us  closer  to  our

objective  of  providing  the  students  of 
Presbyterian  College  with  an  attractive, 
functional  facility." 

He  added: 

"We  very  much  need  a  comprehensive 
center  as  a  hub  for  leisure-time 
activities — a  place  to  encourage  PC's 
already  strong  sense  of  community  and 
close  personal  relationships.  The  planned 
facility  will  continue  to  provide  for  our 
expanding  recreational  and  physical 
fitness  needs.  At  the  same  time,  it  will 
bring  under  the  same  roof  the  campus 
store,  snack  bar,  lounges  and  student 
offices  so  that  the  building  may  serve 
the  entire  campus  population  for  years 
to  come." 


The  gymnasium  was  given  to  Presby- 
terian by  textile  leader  Colonel  Leroy 
Springs  in  1924.  It  served  all  indoor  sports 
functions  until  1975,  when  the  college 
erected  Templeton  Physical  Education 
Center.  Since  then.  Springs  Gym  and  its 
adjacent  indoor  swimming  pool  have 
remained  in  high  demand  for  informal 
athletic  activities,  and  the  building  has 
been  appraised  as  structurally  sound  for 
renovation  purposes. 

Adding  incentive  to  the  fund-raising 
efforts.  Dr.  Orr  pointed  out,  is  an 
anonymous  challenge  grant  to  give 
$500,000  to  PC's  scholarship  endowment 
when  cash  is  in  hand  to  cover  the  Springs 
Center  construction  cost. 


Charleston  Presbytery  raises  $261,500  for  PC 


Charleston  Presbytery  came  through 
in  flying  style  for  the  joint  Presbyterian 
College-Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
campaign. 

The  drive  of  last  spring  raised  $523,000 
to  be  shared  by  the  two  institutions — 
far  exceeding  the  total  goal  of  $400,000. 
It  was  the  presbytery's  best  effort  yet  in 
support  of  either  school  and  a  notable 
achievement  in  the  face  of  adverse 
economic  conditions. 

PC  will  use  its  $261,500  share  for 
scholarship  endowment  ($100,000), 
endowment  for  faculty  development 


($50,000)  and  for  the  proposed  student 
activities  center  ($111,500). 

President  Orr  expressed  appreciation 
to  the  Charleston  Presbytery  leadership 
and  to  the  many  churches  and  indi- 
viduals participating  in  the  campaign. 
The  main  leaders  were:  Dr.  j.  Phillips 
Noble,  minister  of  Charleston's  First 
Scots  Church,  ministerial  chairman; 
J.  Sidney  Query,  Mount  Pleasant 
businessman,  lay  chairman;  and  alumnus 
Powell  A.  Eraser  of  Hilton  Head  Island, 
former  King  College  president,  special 
gifts  chairman. 


ROTC  staffer  1931-48 


Sarge  Young  gives  $32,000 
for  endowed  scholarship 


Sterlin  (Sarge)  Young,  retired  Army 
sergeant  who  served  on  the  ROTC  staff 
here  1931-48,  has  made  an  initial  gift  of 
$32,000  to  endow  a  special  scholarship 
fund  at  PC. 

Since  retiring  from  the  Army  as  a 
master  sergeant  in  1951,  he  has  been  a 
cattle  farmer  and  timberman  (254-acre 
farm)  and  real  estate  broker  in  Jasper,  Ga. 

His  establishment  of  the  Sergeant 
Sterlin  Young  Educational  Endowment 
Fund  drew  these  words  from  Prsident 
Orr: 

"We  are  especially  pleased  to  set  up 
this  fund  because  of  the  warm  sentiment 
it  represents.  Sergeant  Young  grew  to 
love  Presbyterian  College  and  its 
students  during  his  years  of  service 
when  he  helped  train  ROTC  units  that 
won  more  summer  camp  efficiency 
championships  than  any  other  college 
in  the  Southeast.  His  devotion  was 
reciprocated  by  hundreds  of  PC  men 
who  considered  him  a  personal  friend 
as  well  as  an  astute  military  advisor.  Last 
fall,  for  example,  the  Class  of  1941  had

Gault  mixes  hope  and  caution 
at  start  of  his  20th  season 


"Let's  call  it  cautious  optimism,"  Cally 
Gault  laughed  as  he  prepared  for  his 
20th  campaign  as  Blue  Hose  coach. 

— Cautious  because  he  saw  last  year's 
rosy  forecast  turn  into   6-5  record  when 
four  games  were  lost  by  a  total  of  just 
17  points. 

— Optimistic  because  29  lettermen  of 
1981,  including  16  starters,  are  back  in 
uniform. 

"We  feel  we  have  a  pretty  good 
team,"  Gault  said,  "but  a  lot  depends 
upon  how  much  depth  can  be 
developed  from  among  a  good  group 
of  freshmen.  If  the  inexperienced 
players  come  through  in  backup  roles. 


PC  could  be  tough  by  mid-season." 

He  expects  the  offense  to  be  stronger, 
since  ail  starting  backs  and  receivers 
have  returned — and  despite  the  fact 
that  the  offensive  line  has  been  hit  by 
injury.  Defensively,  the  line  worked 
well  in  pre-season  practice,  notwith- 
standing a  few  gaps  in  experience,  and 
the  secondary  presents  a  veteran  unit, 
after  the  starters,  the  question  marks 
appear. 

The  Blue  Hose  will  attack  with  a 
varied  offense  about  equally  divided 
between  passing  and  running.  Quarter- 
back David  Waldkirch  completed  66  of 
131  passes  for  913  yards  after  becoming 
a  starter  in  the  third  game  last  season. 
Tailback  Curtis  Burton  led  the  rush 
with  895,  while  fullback  Lance  Sanders 
added  353.  Among  the  receivers,  split 
end  Randy  Morris  heads  the  pack, 
followed  by  flanker  Ronnie  Hollier  and 
tight  end  Elijah  Ray. 


With  center  Frank  Kube  hurt,  the 
remaining  mainstays  of  the  offensive 
line  will  be  tackles  Glen  Albright  and 
John  Cann  and  guard  Robbie  Way. 

Switching  around  to  the  defensive 
side  of  the  line,  junior  Jimmy  Turner  is 
a  rugged  performer  at  one  end,  while 
the  other  key  veteran  performers  are 
tackle  Otis  Ingram  and  middle  guard 
Brian  Bennett.  And  David  Neisler 
operates  efficiently  at  linebacker. 

The  defensive  backfield  appears  stable 
in  the  capable  hands  of  Mike  Owens 
and  Charles  Huff,  with  Ricky  Kirkpatrick 
and  Rodney  Harris  rounding  out  the 
quartet  of  players  who  held  starting 
positions  last  year. 

A  summer  staff  change  came  when 
John  Perry  '72,  assistant  coach  the  past 
seven  years,  joined  Furman  University. 
He  was  replaced  by  Gary  Nelson,  a 
Western  Carolina  graduate  with  two 
seasons  as  an  East  Carolina  assistant. 


Soccer  offense  sparks  brighter  outlook 


Soccer  posted  its  best  mark  last  year, 
with  an  8-5-1  record  by  a  freshman- 
dominated  team.  Now,  although  the 
leading  scorer  departed,  prospects  are 
bright  for  a  better  team  in  this  sixth 
year  of  varsity  competition. 

Chaplain  Sam  Cooper,  doubling  as 
coach  this  year,  gave  this  quick  pre- 
season appraisal: 

"Overall,  PC  should  be  improved 
offensively  and  about  the  same  on 
defense.  In  practice  we  have  put 
emphasis  on  a  slow  build-up  in  attack 
to  try  to  assure  more  ball  control.  Of 
course,  the  quality  of  district  soccer  is 
improving,  so  we  will  need  to  be  better." 

The  team  is  led  by  David  Hanlon,  last 
year's  most  valuable  player  now  running 
at  central  striker.  Other  standouts 
returned  from  the  1981  eleven  are 
halfbacks  Dave  Cousar  and  Harry 
Peterson  on  offense  and  sweeper  Maion 
Wickham  and  stopper  Banks  Neil  on 
defense. 

Graduation  left  a  gap  at  the  crucial 


goalie  position.  Competing  to  fill  that 
spot  are  Bill  Callaway  and  Charles 
hiooper,  a  freshman.  The  play  of  two 
other  freshmen  at  mid-field,  Brett 
Armstrong  and  Rod  McLean,  should  help 
make  this  area  stronger.  And  another 
newcomer  in  transfer  Mike  Eckhardt 
can  play  at  either  sweeper  or  halfback. 

Other  key  performers  include  Tim 
Stowe,  John  Albright,  Mike  Gruber, 
Scott  Wilson,  Todd  Griffies,  Fred  Hewitt. 


National  honors  in  tennis 

Carrying  the  PC  banner  into  the  second 
annual  Women's  NAIA  National  Tennis 
Championships  in  Kansas  City  last  June, 
the  Lady  Blue  Hose  finished  seventh  In 
the  32-team  field.
